Bowie Dates at Bowie 

The Maryland Racing Commission headed 
by R. Bruce Livie, announced recently that 
Bowie’s eight lost dates this year will be car¬ 
ried over to 1961, giving the Southern Mary¬ 
land track a 48-day meeting next year. 

Livie said the commission has reached no 
verdict on Bowie’s request for a January 21 
opening with a five-day-a-week meeting. The 
chairman said the commission has ample time 
to consider that revolutionary request before 
granting 1961 dates. 

Livie said the commission based its decision 
on this commission rule: 

"If in any year any licensee under the pro¬ 
visions of this article shall not be able to con¬ 
duct the full number of authorized days of 
racing because of inclement weather conditions, 
the Racing Commission may authorize that 
licensee during the next succeeding year to 
conduct races for the day or days so missed, in 
addition to the normal number of days for that 
year.”

BACKTRACKING: Bowie closed its 32-day 
meeting (eight programs were lost due to the 
weather) on a strong note Tuesday, March 29 
with the 28th running of the Prince George’s 
Stakes. The six-furlong test for Maryland foals 
was won by Southfield Farm’s Noops, a bay filly 
by The Pincher—Connie Morse, by Count 
Morse. The Michigan-owned filly wore down 
Jouett Shouse’s favored Tuscan to win by a 
neck. 

Southfield Farm is the nom de course of H. 
W. Spoon, John Beckworth and D. A. Bourdas, 
all of Michigan. The filly’s name is that of the 
first-named owner, spelled backwards. Noops 
was bred by Colonel H. B. Marcus, who, along 
with Jack Bender and Dr. Robert A. Leonard, 
owns and operates Glade Valley Farm, Inc., 
where The Pincher stands at stud. She is the 
first added-money winner for her sire, a stakes- 
winning son of * Heliopolis—Effie B., by *Bull 
Dog, which won $109,720 in five seasons. 

Noops won one race, at Detroit last May, at 
two, then was returned to Glade Valley Farm 
where Dr. Leonard treated her for service-con¬ 
nected injuries. In her first start at three she was 
a creditable fourth, beaten two lengths, by colts, 
while performing under a $12,000 claiming tag. 
Her next start was in the Prince George’s, in 
which she shared light weight of 107 pounds 
with Mrs. George Brown, Jr.’s Lady’s Maid. 

Breaking second from the outside in a field 
of ten, Noops remained within striking dis¬ 
tance until Jockey Frank Northcutt urged her 
along the inside to wear down Tuscan. The 
latter held a seemingly commanding four-length 
lead at the eighth pole but wilted badly under 
pressure from the daughter of The Pincher. He 
held second place safe from Paul A. Cresci’s 
Creswood Dottie, which was making her first 
start since winning the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes 
last fall. 

The Prince George’s was Noops’ second win 
and the $7,426.25 net increased her earnings to 
$10,381. She also has been second twice and 
third once in eleven starts. J. L. Foran trains the 
Glade Valley-bred filly. 

BOWIE RESUME: Running the gauntlet as 
it has done for the past four years, and will do 
again next year, Bowie came out of its pro-

longed fray with the elements scarred but un¬ 
bowed. Snow and hazardous driving conditions 
forced the cancellation of eight programs (they 
will be made up later) and another card, that 
of February 13, was called after five races. At¬ 
tendance averaged 11,304, marking a six per 
cent decline. Wagering on the 32 cards aver¬ 
aged $1,015,437, as against $1,028,796 last year 
when there was no villainous snow to contend 
with. The daily average handle was off only 
$12,845, a remarkable showing what with the 
snowing. 

A resume of the Bowie meeting is a resume 
of Yes You Will’s early spring activities. The 
Maryland-bred son of Rough’n Tumble—Yes 
She Will, by Reaping Reward, ran roughshod 
over his competition and earned $96,646— 
more than four times as much as Restless Wind, 
his closest rival for money-winning honors. His 
victories in the Abraham Lincoln Stakes and the 
Burch and John B. Campbell Handicaps, plus a 
second earned for his owner Mrs. Edith L. Price, 
the distinction of being the meeting’s leading 
owner. W. H. Bishop’s incorporated stable was 
second in the latter department with $63,147 
in the kitty. Llangollen, thanks in the main to 
Restless Wind’s second in the Campbell, was 
third with $27,580. 

Francis S., winner of the Bay Shore Handi¬ 
cap and Wood Memorial since annexing the 
Governor’s Gold Cup at Bowie, was third to 
Yes You Will and Restless Wind in the money- 
won department. 

Trainer Bernard P. Bond notched 17 wins to 
eke out a narrow decision over W. H. Bishop 
in the battle for conditioners’ honors, and thus 
retain the title he won last year. John Maletto, 
trainer of Charlesgate, winner by default in the 
Bowie Handicap, was third with eight wins, 
one more than posted by Harry S. Eklof. 

Jockey Joe Culmone, who has done some of 
his best saddle work at the track in the pines, 
earned access to the winner’s circle 30 times, 
or 24 per cent of his opportunities. He won 
honors by a spread of nine wins over Robert E. 
Corle, who has attracted considerable attention 
in Maryland this spring. Jack Fieselman alter¬ 
nating with Clarence Meaux as W. H. Bishop’s 
first-string rider thus far in I960, was third 
(with 20) and Phil Grimm, returning to Mary-

land after starring in New England last season, 
was fourth. 

PROMISE FULFILLED: Saratoga named, 
rather hopefully, a hurdle stakes "The Promise,” 
the premise being that the chase candidates 
competing therein would, in time, go on to big¬ 
ger and better things—like the Grand National 
and Temple Gwathmey. Last year’s winner, Ven¬ 
detta, has indeed gone on to better things, 
though his course hasn’t been exactly the one 
the folks at Saratoga had in mind when they 
drew up the stakes for young hurdlers. 

Vendetta, a son of Tuscany—Bright Fate, by 
Grand Admiral, bred in Virginia by A. and H. 
Mencken, had too much foot to dally over the 
jumps, so owner Mrs. Walter F. Wickes, Jr., 
and Trainer Danny Shea, Jr. decided, after he 
had set a new course mark in the Promise, to 
try him again on the main track. He won two 
allowance races on the flat at Garden State and 
added another at Laurel last fall. The gelding’s 
aptitude for grass racing prompted his owner 
to send him to Santa Anita for a fling at the 
El Camino Real turf course at Santa Anita. 
Since Danny Shea, Jr., planned to winter his 
large public stable in Maryland, the gelding was 
turned over to Kay E. Jensen, in whose care he 
has remained. He won twice at Santa Anita and 
earned a check in each of his two other races, 
including a fourth in the San Luis Rey Handi¬ 
cap. Returned East to Aqueduct upon the con¬ 
clusion of the Santa Anita meeting, Vendetta 
was fifth, beaten less than four lengths by Sir 
Salonga in the Paumonok. 

Engaged in the Capitol Handicap on open¬ 
ing day at Laurel, Vendetta came through hand¬ 
somely as the favorite. Ridden by young Jack 
Leonard now sidelined with a shoulder frac¬ 
ture, Vendetta took over in the lane after being 
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close throughout and won by half a length over 

C. Mahlon Kline’s Mystic II. George W. Park¬ 
er’s Sand Boy and Montpelier’s Nadodah ac¬ 
counted for the lesser awards. 

Vendetta turned the six furlongs in 1:12 3/5 
on a fast track to pick up the $7,225 net to the 
winner. He is the first stakes winner for his 
sire, Tuscany, which stands at Sam Pistorio’s 
Turf Valley Farm, Ellicott City. 

In his next start, Mrs. Wickes’ color-bearer 
won the $25,000-added Westchester Stakes at 
Aqueduct, after which his record read: 27 starts, 
10 wins, 5 seconds, 2 thirds and $69,539. In 
this one, he ran the mile in 1:35 1/5 to equal 
Warfare’s track record. 

A STAR IS BORN: Harbor View Stable, a 
name rapidly rising to the fore in the national 
Turf picture, gained its second stakes victory 
of the Maryland season when Quiz Star led 
throughout to win the Wilwyn Handicap which 
honors the first winner of the Washington, 

D. C. International. 

A bay four-year-old son of Dark Star—*Nut 
Brown Maid, by *Nasrullah, Quiz Star was ac¬ 
counting for his third straight purse when he 
reported as the favorite in the Wilwyn. Coming 
off back-to-back turf course wins at Hialeah, 
he broke first from the inside and never was 
headed as Jockey Larry Adams drove him to the 
front and kept him there. 

Mystic II again was second and Brookmeade’s 
fragmented but persevering Oligarchy was third. 
Burley Parke, who came out of retirement to 
assume his post with Louis Wolfson’s Harbor 
View Farm stable, trains Quiz Star and the 
flashy three-year-old, Francis S. 

A $7,500 Saratoga yearling, Quiz Star has 
won 10 of his 37 starts, been second two times 
and third 6 times, earning $51,330. He was 
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bred by Captain Harry F. Guggenheim, owner 
of Cain Hoy Stable and the leading handicap 
horse, Bald Eagle. 

Quiz Star ran the 1 1/16-mile Wilwyn in 
1:44 over the new turf course. His time, then, 
constituted a track record. First money in the 
$25,000-added race was $18,183.75. 

DUEL IN THE SUN: By their nature, ma¬ 
turity-type races are difficult to promote and 
are likely to provide something less than a hair- 
raising, nail-biting horserace. This year’s run¬ 
ning of the Laurel Maturity seemed destined to 
conform to the pattern when only five horses 
(two were in the race only to vie for fourth 
money) lined up for the April 9 stakes. But the 
21,261 fans present didn’t get the chance to 
yawn and rear back in their seats. It was a hum¬ 
dinger; one of the most closely-fought battles 
of the Turf season. 


Meadow Stable’s First Landing and Calumet 
Farm’s On-and-On had the race all to them¬ 
selves and they fought head-and-head from the 
half-mile pole home. First Landing, juvenile 
champion (and leading money-winning two- 
year-old of all time) in 1958, appeared to be 
his old self at Santa Anita after a year-long bat¬ 
tle with a kidney infection. In winning the 
Santa Anita Maturity he was the slashing First 
Landing of old. Later, he was second in the 
San Antonio to Bagdad and performed miser¬ 
ably in the Santa Anita Handicap. 

But at Laurel he came out running. Willie 
Shoemaker, who was replacing Eddie Arcaro 
in the blue-and-white blocks of C. T. Chenery’s 
Meadow Stable, wasn’t about to take back when 
the colt took the track at the start. Rating his 
mount to perfection, Shoemaker refused to fret 
while On-and-On raced at his horse’s throat- 
latch, and saved just enough to deny the Calu- 
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Mrs. Walter Wickes, Jr.'s Vendetta, with Jack Leonard in the saddle, jogs back to the winner's 
circle after scoring a victory in the Capitol Handicap, opening day feature at Laurel Race Course. 
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met colt’s persistent challenge. First Landing 
won by a head over On-and-On. The others— 
Nimmer, Riversun and Pen Bolero—couldn’t 
muster a stretch challenge among them. 

First Landing, at 124, giving On-and-On 
two pounds, achieved his victory in fractions of 
:24; :47 4/5; 1:12 1/5; 1:37 1/5; and 1:49 
2/5 to establish a new track record for the nine- 
furlong distance. Mr. Chenery’s share of the 
$50,000-added Laurel Maturity was $43,135. 
The victory increased First Landing’s lifetime 
winnings to a very solvent $643,852. He has 
started 29 times, won 18 races, been second 6 
times and third 2 times, winning stakes in each 
of his three seasons on the track. The Chenery- 


bred-and-owned colt is a son of * Turn-to— 
Hildene, by Bubbling Over. He was second 
choice at 6 to 5. Though there were five wager¬ 
ing interests in the Maturity, place and show 
betting were ruled out. 

CHESAPEAKE, BY GEORGE: Both of 
Laurel’s major attractions during its spring 
meeting drew only small fields (five horses in 
each case) but both developed into highly in¬ 
teresting affairs. The Chesapeake, which has 
furnished four Kentucky Derby winners in its 
history, found most of the leading three-year- 
olds in Kentucky on April 16, but the home 
folks considered it a jolly good show. They had

two reasons to cheer: the even-money favorite 
won during a period when choices were notably 
backward; and the winner was a home-bred - 
and-grown product of Sagamore Farm. 

The chalk players were worshipping no false 
gods when they backed Idolater down to even 
money. The gray son of * Mahmoud—Irisen, by 
Sweep Like, is very much at home on the 
Laurel track, and took off like he owned the 
strip when Starter Eddie Blind pressed the but¬ 
ton that actuates the gate. When Howard Grant 
and Whitechapel moved by him on the turn, 
Jockey Bobby Ussery, aboard the ultimate win¬ 
ner, sat tight until straightened away for home. 
Then he set out to overtake Whitechapel with 
a vengeance. He caught Whitechapel just out¬ 
side the eighth pole and swept to a length-and- 
a-half victory. Whitechapel, which may have 
moved prematurely, finished three lengths clear 
of the third horse, April Skies. 

Idolater (pronounced I-DOLL-ater) picked 
up $17,452.50 in annexing his first stakes. His 
time was 1:50 —three-fifths slower than First 
Landing’s track record set in the Maturity. The 
Chesapeake winner is owned by Alfred G. Van¬ 
derbilt and was bred at his Sagamore Farm, in 
Glyndon. George Poole, who saddled Sit This 
Out to win the Maryland Futurity at Laurel in 
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1958 and thus post his initial stakes success as 
conditioner of the Vanderbilt horses, trains 
Idolater. 

After the Chesapeake, Idolater’s record 
showed 16 starts, 4 wins, 5 seconds, 3 thirds 
and $38,552. A tall and light-bodied gray, 
Idolater’s action left something to be desired 
last year but he did not hit himself at Laurel, 
though he wore protective bandages. He was 
unplaced behind Francis S., in the Wood, which 
was his next start. 

He is the 56th stakes winner for the now- 
retired * Mahmoud, and the first for his dam, 
Irisen, which many Marylanders will recall as 
a crack sprint mare in Otts Nyberg’s colors in 
the late ’40’s. Irisen, a daughter of Sweep Like 
—Black Plane, by Black Servant, was bred in 
central Kentucky and was purchased as an un¬ 
raced two-year-old by Humphrey S. Finney from 
E. Gay Drake and Jimmy Clyburn. Finney 
bought the filly, then named Plane Nell, for the 
late Danny Shea, whose client, Nyberg, was in 
the market for a young and likely filly. Upon 
buying Plane Nell, Nyberg changed her name 
to Irisen, in honor of his wife. 

In the Nyberg colors Irisen won the Burch, 
Boardwalk and Capitol Handicaps and 24 other 
races in 66 starts. She earned $100,810 for Ny-

berg before being sold to Alfred G. Vanderbilt 
after fracturing a sesamoid in her first start as 
a six-year-old. 

Nyberg who formerly owned Gunpowder 
Stock Farm, sold his racing and breeding inter¬ 
ests about five years ago and now operates his 
own advertising business in Baltimore. 

Irisen is the dam of the winners Look Alive, 
New Horizon, Blind Date (all by Discovery) 
and Try Hard ( # Endeavour II) in addition to 
Idolater. Advocates of the show ring and hunt¬ 
ing fields may recall New Horizon which has 
done quite well in those endeavors since being 
given to Boo Baublitz, Sagamore stud groom 
and man-about-the-countryside. 

Try Hard greatly impressed former Vander¬ 
bilt trainer Bill Winfrey. She just 'aired” in 
winning her first start but was taken out of 
training thereafter to develop her large frame. 
The following winter she broke a bone in her 
foot and was retired to the Sagamore Farm 
broodmare band, where she is easily the largest 
mare on the place. 

CHAR-R-R-RGE: Trainer E. Barry Ryan, 
who brought F. P. Ryan’s Whitechapel to 


Laurel for the Chesapeake and left mildly dis¬ 
appointed, found Dame Fortune in a more 
benevolent frame of mind on April 23. This 
time Ryan was shooting for the $25,000 Laurel 
Handicap, a nine-furlong test for three-year-olds 
and up, and his tool was J. F. Gagel’s Reinzi. 
Piano Jim, Ashlar and Oligarchy attracted most 
of the play but it was Reinzi which got the 
money—by the skin of his nose. In keeping 
with the palpitating finishes conjured up by 
Charlie McLennan this spring, Reinzi won by a 
nose over Piano Jim, the latter being a head in 
front of Oligarchy. A blanket would have cov¬ 
ered the first five at the finish. 

Oligarchy, which won the Widener Handicap 
on one of his top days a couple of years ago, 
set the early pace until relieved of this chore by 
Ashlar. Piano Jim, in quest of his second 
straight victory in the race, took the baton from 
Ashlar but just failed to hold off the fast-finish¬ 
ing Reinzi. 

The latter, an unsexed five-year-old son of 
Some Chance—Marachino, by *Sir Gallahad 
III, was ridden by Jockey Howard Grant, who 
hadn’t seen the gelding until he came to the 
paddock for the Laurel Handicap. The victory

was worth $17,793.75 and was recorded in 1:50, 
identical time of Idolaters Chesapeake. 

Reinzi carried 114 pounds, three less than the 
topweighted Piano Jim. 

Winner of the supporting race on the Laurel 
Handicap card was Green Dunes Stable s Celtic 
Ash, a three-year-old son of the French stallion, 
Sicambre, and Nepenthe’s daughter, Ash Plant. 
This colt might be one to keep an eye on, for 
he’s following the same regimen prescribed by 
Trainer Tom Barry for Cavan two years ago. 

You might recall that Barry saddled Cavan 
to win an allowance race at Laurel in the spring 
after a very moderate campaign at two. Two 
months later, in June, he won the Belmont 
Stakes from the Kentucky Derby and Preakness 
winner, Tim Tam. 

Both Cavan and Celtic Ash were purchased 
as yearlings in Ireland for Boston’s Joseph E. 
O’Connell. The former was bought privately; 
the latter, an English-bred, is a product of Goff’s 
Sales. Celtic Ash was backward at two, bucking 
in his last start at Aqueduct. After wintering 
in South Carolina, Barry brought his string to 
Pimlico for early training. Celtic Ash broke his 
maiden on Chesapeake Day and won his second 
start a week later. Up ahead? The Preakness 
and Belmont, maybe. As indicated earlier, Barry 
has been the Belmont route before. 

Celtic Ash, Francis S., Don Rickies and Noble 
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Noor are just a few of the Preakness eligibles 
which were not named for the Kentucky Derby. 
The Maryland Jockey Club’s premier attraction 
is shaping up as a real rouser. Plan to be there. 

Preakness Plans 

The ever-increasing popularity of the $150,- 
000 Preakness is again being demonstrated this 
year, a check of advance reservations for the 
May 21 racing classic at Pimlico reveals. 

Orders are running about ten per cent ahead 
of last year. Already requests for tickets to the 
Preakness, the world’s richest race for three- 
year-olds, and middle jewel in racing’s Triple 
Crown, have come from 18 States as well as 
from Canada. 

Farthermost point from which reservations 
have been made is McKinley, Wyoming region 
as well as many other scattered points. 

In addition to Washington, D. C., and all 
the states surrounding Maryland, reservations 
have been received from Texas, Louisiana, New 
Hampshire, Florida, Michigan, Kentucky, Ten¬ 
nessee, Indiana and the Carolinas. Several orders 
are from Toronto and other points in bordering 
sections of the Dominion. 

Although the largest crowd ever to see a 
Preakness was 42,370, Pimlico will have no 
trouble accommodating a turnout of 50,000 this

After last years Preakness, a 140-foot ex¬ 
tension was added to the grandstand, providing 
3,000 additional deluxe grandstand seats be¬ 
tween the 16th pole and the finish line. 

Two additional escalators were incorporated 
in the new section, which was in use for the 
autumn meeting of 1959. Preakness Day will 
put them to the full test. 

In addition, the entire 28-acre infield will be 
open to the public and will contain complete 
picnicking, wagering and rest-room facilities. 

The Preakness Day program includes an all¬ 
day show, unmatched in racing anywhere in 
the East, beginning at 9:30 a.m. The Maryland 
Jockey Club Band entertains, a mounted drill 
team performs, feminine riders race in the 
Powder Puff Preakness and a Dixieland Band 
imported from New Orleans plays its wander¬ 
ing way through the stands. 

Post time for the first of nine races is 1:25 
p.m. with the Preakness down for 5:45 (EDT). 

Marylanders have long regarded the Preak¬ 
ness as not only one of Americas great horse 
races, but as a local institution. It is a day for 
the entire family to pack picnic lunches and 
spend the day at Pimlico as their predecessors 
have since the Maryland Jockey Club opened 
the track in the autumn of 1870.

A pril was another of those months that 
‘ didn’t fit into its regulation calendar days.

Was kept solvent by friends named Captain

Hastened back to hotel to get some rest. 
After removing horse park stains, found it 
was time to attend celebration in hotel banquet 
hall for everyone connected with Florida Derby 
—except elephants. 

Had Derby daiquiris with circle of friends 
from Atlanta, Chicago, Washington and Tow- 
son. 

From eighth floor of hotel, observed aquacade 
put on by pretty girls from Mt. Holyoke College. 
Retired early—in the morning. 

April 2. Couldn’t sleep after seven a.m. and

Pennsy Post to Lynch 

The chairman of Pennsylvania's Harness 
Racing Commission announced in April that 
the general manager of the Baltimore Raceway 
will be named executive director of the new 
state agency. 

L. B. Sheppard called a special news confer¬ 
ence to announce his choice of M. Joseph 
Lynch, 50, a former FBI agent from Towson, 
to serve in the top administrative post. Shep- 
ward said Lynch’s salary would be about $20,- 
000 a year but that a definite figure hadn’t been 
fixed. 

Sheppard conceded his announcement was 
timed purposely to coincide with special refer¬ 
enda in 14 counties where voters will decide 
whether to legalize parimutuel race tracks in 
their areas. He said the naming of a man of 
Lynch’s stature could influence persons whom 
he claimed are being misinformed on the effect 
racing has on community life.. 

Lynch has been employed by the Baltimore 
Harness Track since 1956 when he ended a 
second hitch with the FBI. 

He also held other racing jobs as head of 
the Miami and Baltimore offices of the Thor¬ 
oughbred Racing Protective Bureau and as gen¬ 
eral manager for one year of the Michigan 
Racing Association, a flat track in that state. 

Writers Honor Hanes 

The New York Turf Writers’ Association 
have named John W. Hanes as the "Man who 
did the most for Racing” in 1959, with the 
Brookmeade Stable and Jockey Eddie Arcaro 
sweeping the rest of the scribes’ annual awards. 

The energetic Hanes was the unanimous 
choice of the Turf writers for the outstanding 
role he played in the reorganization of New 
York racing climaxed by the opening of the 
$33,000,000 Aqueduct plant last September 14. 
The sturdy back of Brookmeade Stable’s Sword 
Dancer carried Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane to ac¬ 
claim as the sport’s number one owner with 
youthful Elliot Burch named the top trainer. 

The 44-year-old Arcaro was honored for his 
all-around riding excellence the past season.

The Hunt Meetings 

N WINNING THE MARYLAND Hunt Cup 
(April 30) on Mr. and Mrs. H. Robertson 
Fenwick’s Fluctuate, D. Michael Smithwick be¬ 
came the only rider in history to take the coveted 
event six times. Jervis Spencer, Jr., rode five 
winners of the Hunt. 

Fluctuate was repeating also, having scored 
in 1959. The ’60 victory gives the Fenwicks 
two legs on the magnificent silver Challenge 
Bowl. 

Fluctuate a 13-year-old son of Swing and 
Sway, completed the four miles and 22 fences in 
8:43 4/5, bettering the course record set by 
Blockade in 1938 by one-fifth of a second. 

William E. Schlusemeyer’s Mainstay, with 
B. H. Murray in the saddle, finished second, and 
Louis Neilson, Jr.’s, Coke Hi, under Louis Neil- 
son, was third. Full Stop finished fourth. 

The lead in the race see-sawed for the most 
part between Mainstay and Doll Ram, with 
Mainstay taking over after the 14th jump where 
Doll Ram fell. 

Smithwick held Fluctuate near fourth in the 
seven horse field until after the 16th fence, 
where he made the move that meant his victory. 

Fluctuate pressed forward gradually, how¬ 
ever, and didn’t gain the lead until the last fence, 
which he crossed three lengths ahead of Coke Hi. 

In the stretch, Smithwick let the big brown 
gelding open up and Fluctuate crossed the fin¬ 
ish line five lengths ahead of Mainstay. 

The race, considered the nation’s toughest over 
timber, saw three horses fall without injury. 

Carolina Hills, which made a tremendous 
drive early in the race, was many lengths on top 
when he fell at the 11th fence. 

Mrs. Henry Obre’s Coup de Vite ran a dogged 
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but doomed race. At the sixth fence, the gelding 
lost its rider, Michael Wettach, who remounted, 
only to have the horse go down at the eleventh 
fence. 

Doll Ram, with teen-aged Jack Griswold in 
the saddle, went down at the 14th fence, after 
having held first and second place in the early 
stages of the race. 

Doll Ram, An Irish-Bred gelding ridden 
by 17-year-old Jack Griswold, captured the 50th 
running of the My Lady’s Manor point-to-point 
at Monkton on April 16. 

Doll Ram established a new course record of 
6:07 3/5 while winning by a length from Main¬ 
stay. The runner-up held a nose margin over 
Coke Hi. 

Shindy and Borobash, the fourth and fifth- 
place horses, were also close contenders, with 
only four lengths separating the first five fin¬ 
ishers. 

There were no spills in the feature event of 
the two-race program, all eight contestants 
completing the course. 

Doll Ram was gaining his second Manor 
triumph, having won the 1957 renewal. He was 
second in 1958 and did not complete in 1959 
because of an injury. In his two previous trips 
over the Manor course, the eleven-year-old geld¬ 
ing was ridden by Jack Griswold’s older brother, 
Benjamin H. Griswold IV. The horse’s owner, 
Benjamin H. Griswold III, rode in the Manor 
race himself before his sons became old enough 
to replace him. 

Mrs. John C. West’s Affable, under Frank A. 
Bonsai, Jr., set most of the early pace in the 16- 
fence race. He at times held as much as a five- 
length advantage over Doll Ram and Mainstay, 
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his closest contenders. At the thirteenth fence, 
Mainstay (sold a few months ago to William E. 
Schlusemeyer of Warrenton, Va., by the geld¬ 
ing’s breeder, Stuart S. Janney, Jr.), went to the 
lead. Mainstay, ridden by Benjamin H. Murray, 
was seeking his second straight Manor triumph 
and when he moved to the lead, most observers 
in the crowd of 3,000 fans thought that the is¬ 
sue had been settled. But Doll Ram stayed with 
Mainstay and at the last fence the Griswold geld¬ 
ing was only a neck off the favorite. On the final 
flat run, Doll Ram edged slowly clear and then 
Coke Hi, owned by Louis Neilson, Jr., made his 
rush on the extreme outside. Responding bril¬ 
liantly to the encouragements of his rider, Louis 
Neilson, 3d, Coke Hi was wearing down the 
first two horses in the last sixteenth of a mile. 

Although the point-to-point was essentially 
a three-horse race, only Coup de Vite and 
Gofetchit failed to enter contention. Affable 
came in last, but he was the early leader. He was 
decidedly lame at the finish. 

The fourth finisher was Janon Fisher Jr.’s 
Shindy, ridden by Janon Fisher, III. He was two 
lengths behind Coke Hi and a length in front 
of Hugh J. O’Donovan’s Borobash, ridden by 
Philip F. N. Fanning. Mrs. Henry Obre’s Coup 
de Vite was sixth, fifteen lengths farther back. 
He held a two-length margin over William B. 
Thompson’s Gofetchit. 

Only Two Horses Were able to negotiate 
the 16-fence course in the John Rush Streett 
Memorial, the secondary event on April 16. This 
race is restricted to horses which have not won 
two races over timber and six jumpers went 
postward. At the completion of the course, 
Frank A. Bonsai’s Sagahash, ridden by Frank A. 
Bonsai, Jr., was all alone, his only rival still on 


his feet not yet within sight. Taking second 
honors far, far behind was Kingdom Gould, Jr.’s 
Hurdy Gurdy, ridden by his owner. Hurdy 
Gurdy had been within striking distance until 
the 15th fence, but on this jump he ran out. 
After being returned to the course, Hurdy 
Gurdy managed to finish within the time limit. 

Under The Adept handling of D. Michael 
Smithwick, Fluctuate won the 58th running of 
the Grand National point-to-point at Butler on 
Saturday, April 23. Scoring by four lengths over 
Theodoric in the three-mile timber race, Fluc¬ 
tuate, owned by H. Robertson Fenwick, set a 
new course record of 6:04 3/5. Four horses, in¬ 
cluding the favored Doll Ram, were scratched, 
leaving only a field of four to compete in the 
second of Maryland’s three major spring point- 
to-points. All four completed the course, but 
Shindy, the fourth horse, was a distant trailer, 
having fallen at the twelfth fence and been re¬ 
mounted by his rider, Janon Fisher, III. 

Smithwick, who rode Fluctuate in his record¬ 
setting performance, replaced Compton Smith, 
Jr. who dislocated his shoulder in a spill the 
previous Saturday. Smithwick, who had never 
before ridden Fluctuate, was gaining his fifth 
Grand National triumph. Said the veteran rider: 
"He jumped well, and he was much the best. 
He still had something left at the finish. I’ll 
probably know more about him after the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup next Saturday.” Mrs. John B. 
Hannum 3d’s Theodoric was easily second best. 
The 10-year-old gelding alternated with Shindy 
in setting most of the early pace while Fluctuate 
trailed the field over the initial fences. Theo¬ 
doric, ridden by R. Penn Smith Hannum, gave 
way to the winner approaching the last fence.

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Three-Day Diary

Last month we had our first taste of a 
hundred-miler. It was the 100-mile trail ride 
sponsored by the Virginia Trail Riders Associa¬ 
tion, held at Hot Springs, Virginia, April 11 to 
14. 

Our friends, the Wattses (Bonnie, Sr. and 
Bonnie, Jr.) of Havre de Grace and Mr. and 
Mrs. Gilbert Owen, of Aberdeen, left on Sun¬ 
day, April 10, with their horses—Miss Tess and 
Prince. We left Monday and arrived much too 
late for the preliminary judging which began 
at 1:00 p.m. In fact, we arrived so late ’our 
friends” had gone to the Cascades Inn to attend 
a cocktail party followed by the official dinner 
for members and guests. So the diary begins— 

Tuesday, April 12 —Arose at 6:30 a.m. and 
indulged in a hearty breakfast (the riders ate 
light; either they had weight requirements to 
meet or butterflies!) At 8:00 all riders were 
weighed in with tack. This was a daily require¬ 
ment. Lightweight division carried 125-154 
pounds, middleweight 155-179, and heavy¬ 
weight 180 and over. 

By 8:25 all the spectators gathered on the 
lawn of the sprawling Homestead Hotel, over¬ 
looking the plush golf course. At 8:30 the first 
of the lightweight division came down the path 
from the stables. Here, at the Homestead, is 
the official start and finish of each day’s ride. 
Dressed comfortably in jodphurs or breeches 
and anything for a shirt, the riders filed 
down the path at 30-second intervals and de¬ 
parted for their first day—trotting out on the 
hard road under the judges’ keen observation. 
The middleweight division went out second, 
with the heavyweights last. 

Three rather outstanding "teams” of horse 
and rider caught everyone’s eyes and heart. 

The first of these to go out was No. 17— 
King Cormac, an eight-year-old half-bred. His 
owner-rider, Mrs. Robert C. Winmill of War- 
renton, Virginia, was riding sidesaddle. My first 
impression was one of pity ("one hundred 
miles up and down mountains riding like 
that?”) but my views soon changed. In a little 
while No. 23 came along—Poka Dot, a nine- 
year-old quarter-horse, owned and ridden by 
Mrs. Fletcher Harper of The Plains, Virginia. 
She, too, was riding sidesaddle. It took a second 
look to see that she was riding in an off- 
sidesaddle or right-sided sidesaddle! The third 
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was little ol’ smiling No. 29 (as he got to 
be known). It was High Thunderbird, a five- 
year-old Appaloosa stallion, ridden by his own¬ 
er, Max Tappero, of Forest, Virginia. The Ap¬ 
paloosa is a cute, roly-poly horse with a beau¬ 
tiful head. These two never changed—the horse 
apparently traveled at the same slow fox trot 
all day and his owner-rider carried the same 
genuine smile all the time. 

The rest of the field looked very impressive 
with some riding English, some Western. Some 
hunters trotted right out, some Western-trained 
jogged along, and there were a few gaited 
horses. In all there were 33 entries, with 27 
starting. 

Our first observation stop was in a wooded 
section about five miles from the start. After 
a short wait, the horses came along. They’d 
been out an hour and several were beginning 
to sweat (both time and condition proving 
that the first five miles wasn’t easy). Others 
were still cool and trotted briskly past us. 

Markers for each day are wooden arrows. 
Today’s markers were red: tomorrow’s will be 
white and they will be blue for the third day. 
The hundred miles are broken down to 40 
miles the first day, the same distance for the 
second and 20 for the third. The horses are 
allowed between 6 l /2 and seven hours for the 
two 40-mile jaunts and 2% to three hours for 
the final day. Any horse taking over seven hours 
is penalized one point for each minute over. 
After 30 minutes, or 30 points, he then is 
eliminated. Should a horse be held up on the 
trail for official observation, his time "lost” is 
credited to his records. Each horse begins with 
70 points for condition and 30 1 for time. Con¬ 
dition points are then subtracted each day for 
any unsoundness or blemishes caused by that 
day’s ride. 

To get back to the observation points. We 
had two stops this morning—along some of the 
most gorgeous countryside with wooded moun¬ 
tain areas, dirt roads, and rock-laden streams 
that would make Mr. Burroughs want to get 
out his rod ’n’ reel. However, there was one 
drawback—the spectators’ cars, judges’ jeeps, 
and the vet’s pick-up kicked up clouds of dust 
that irritated the horses and annoyed the riders. 

At the top of Flynn Mountain, the Home- 
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stead Chuck Wagon was waiting for the dry 
and hungry riders. 

According to the rules, each horse is allowed 
one groom at the “night station.” However, 
on the road, the rider takes over but the groom 
may help hold the horse, assist in saddling, 
mounting, and watering. 

At the lunch stop, the saddles were removed 
from all but a few horses and some were 
rubbed down. Everyone arrived at the lunch 
stop within proper time except for Smiling 29 
(the Appaloosa). He traveled slow but steady. 
When he did appear on the scene, his rider 
dismounted long enough for a drink of water 
and was off again at the same pace—in the 
lead! 

It might be of interest to note here the 
various breeds. Of the 27 in competition, 13 
were Thoroughbreds, one unknown, seven half- 
breds, one pinto, one Palomino, one quarter- 
horse, one Appaloosa, and two Standardbreds. 

Since most of this afternoon’s trails were 
impassable by car, we hill-topped it by seeing 
what we could when we could. 

Around 3:20 p.m., the spectators and grooms 
gathered on the Homestead lawn once again, 
waiting for the contestants’ return to the check¬ 
in point. The judges, veterinarian-judge and 
recorders all stood by as the first arrival came 
trotting in. No horse was eliminated because of 
time. 

Because of the "one-groom” rule, we sat 
close by at the stable and watched the cooling 
out, bathing, rubbing down, hand rubbing and 
tack cleaning. No liniments, bandages or any¬ 
thing artificial is permitted, and no medicines, 
drugs, or stimulants are allowed—except by 
order of the veterinarian-judge. It took till 5:00 
p.m. to do all this, and the stables are closed 
to all from 5 to 6:00 for the condition judg¬ 
ing. At 6:00, when the stables reopened, the 
horses were fed and then patted a “good-night 
sleep-tight!” Then the stables were closed again 
from 9:00 p.m. to 6:00 a.m. 

Wednesday, April 13 —This day dawned 
more beautiful than the first. Someone on this 
ride must be pretty influential with the weather¬ 
man. Yesterday’s wind has vanished and every¬ 
thing is quiet and still—except at the stable! 

When we got to the Homestead to see the 
horses start out we were so disappointed to see 
No. 13 (first of the middleweight) going out. 
We feared we had missed all the lightweights. 
We soon found out, however, that the starting 
order is rotated. Following the middleweights 
were the heavyweights, with lightweights going 
last today. Just as the riders were told to trot out, 
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the timekeeper announced to each rider what 
time it was so that each contestant could be syn¬ 
chronized correctly with the official. A right 
cute idea that a lot of the riders follow is to 
set their stopwatches, wrist watches, pocket 
watches (we are seeing all kinds) to 12 o’clock 
and base their seven hours from there. It is 
confusing to try to figure 2 l /i hours or 6 
from 8:36—if that is your starting time. So 
off they all went for the second day, half a 
minute apart, with riders setting their watches, 
jogging away. 

Perhaps today’s ride will separate the men 
from the boys. One horse in the lightweight 
division went out a bit stiff this morning and 
one in the heavyweight a little touchy in the 
left hind. We did OK as our own "judge” by 
listening to the cadence of the trot—until the 
Standardbreds went out. At this point, we gave 
up the judging game. 

Some of yesterday’s trails were impassable; 
today’s were impossible. There were four points 
for spectators to observe today and the ride 
must be getting rough. At the second stop we 
saw Bonnie Lee Watts aboard her Miss Tess 
(Grand Champ of 1958) trotting by with 
Betty Owen and Prince. Someone asked Bonnie 
Lee, “How’s it going?” Trotting right on, she 
turned her head to the side and said, “Whew!’ 

Lunch stop today was the Homestead Skeet 
Field. It seemed like it was out in No Man’s 
Land but it wasn’t. Traveling over so many 
strange roads from one stop to the next, made 
it seem like we were going farther and farther 
away. 

At the third spectator stop, Bonnie Lee had 
one added comment as to conditions, “Whew! 
Whew!” 

Another rider was overheard to say, “Boy, I 
just hope I live long enough to tell about this!” 

Back at the Homestead, we waited and 
waited. Finally, the first arrived and within 12 
minutes they were all in—except Smiling 29. 
When he did come in (29 minutes late with 
only one minute to spare before elimination) 
the little Appaloosa’s rider, shaking his head, 
smilingly said, “I sure misjudged that last 
mountain! ” Sometime this afternoon, three 
riders dropped out of competition. Now the 
field is down to 24. 

There was many a tucked-up horse there this 
afternoon and many a worn-out rider. Sitting 
near the stables, we watched the grooms and 
owners work, wishing we could pitch in and 
help. Here I had my first glimpse of azoturia. 
I’m glad this one was only a light attack be¬ 
cause it was pathetic watching those shakes. 
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The horse apparently recovered from the attack 
(with quick care) almost as quickly as it came. 

Back at our room, we got an occasional re¬ 
port from someone who had just been to the 
stables. First you’d hear, "another one is down” 
—"Dr. Givens is mighty busy”—"There are 
four or five down now”—or "So and So is back 
up and OK now.” 

Thursday, April 14 —Believe it or not, all 
24 horses (bless their hearts) went out this 
a.m. There were no tough mountains today— 
just make 20 miles in 2% to three hours! Spec¬ 
tators had three observation points. We only 
made it to two—followed the wrong car for 
the first one! 

Waiting at the Homestead for the horses 
to come in was the most anxious time of all. 
The first arrival made his time two hours and 
36 minutes. The last to come in had only a 
half a minute to go before losing points. This 
rider’s horse had wedged a stone in his shoe 
on the golf-course road and precious seconds 
ticked by as the rider hammered it out. 

Well, finally it was over and everyone 
breathed easier. As one of the judges said, "It’s 
all over now but the hollerin’!” 

When Mrs. Lucille Kenyon of Altoona, 
Florida, was congratulated on having made the 
trip, she said, "It was fun but we did it the 
hard way.” She had strained or sprained her 
knee the day before the ride and rode with it 
bandaged and sore. Many of the riders com¬ 
mented how much fun it was and that trail-ride 
training would start all over again next year. 
(One of the officials told us next year’s route 
would not be as difficult as this year’s.) 

At 2:00 p.m. it was the time for the final 
tally. The loud speaker was turned up and 
the emcee, Mr. Donald Patterson, announced 
the riders as they filed in and lined-up abreast 
in the lovely Bath County Horse Show Ring. 
After complimenting the contestants on their 
achievement with their splendid mounts, each 
rider was presented with a green ribbon for 
having completed the ride. Following this, the 
ten best horses in each division were named 
with the first five receiving ribbons. Mr. Pat¬ 
terson announced these as:

Then the big moment came, announcing the 
Grand Champion. It was none other than our 
off-side-saddle friend, Mrs. Fletcher Harper 
and her quarter-horse, Poka Dot. She graciously 
received a loud ovation from everyone. Reserve 
went to a fellow Marylander, Mrs. Raymond 
J. Pflum, from Rockville, and her Night Flight. 

The final award was the sidesaddle prize 
which went to Mrs. Robert C. Winmill on 
King Cormac and Mrs. Harper on Poka Dot— 
both equally deserving of it. 

By 3:30 it was all over and by 3:40 we 
were on the road back to Maryland with a 
treasury of memories and acquaintances, all 
set to go back next year.

25-Mile Trail Ride 

Rain or shine—they went on! Fourteen 
riders traveled 25 miles from Golden Vein 
Farms near Havre de Grace across the Darling¬ 
ton Road to Mr. Peter Jay’s Windmill Hill 
Farm, returning by the same route—in the rain.

Baltimore Raceway Entries 

Quick Lady, the storybook filly owned, 
trained and driven by Olin Davis of Harring¬ 
ton, Del., heads the list of 149 horses nomi¬ 
nated for Baltimore Raceway’s early closing 
race program. 

Baltimore will stage its I960 meet from 
June 6 through July 2, a month earlier than its 
former dates. Featuring the local raceway’s 24- 
night program this year will be Grand Circuit 
Week, which extends from June 6 through 
June 11.

The early closing events will be held from 
the second through the fourth week of the 
meet with four of the eight races scheduled in 
the final four days. 

Quick Lady, which went through her entire 
12-race campaign last year without tasting de¬ 
feat, has been nominated for the $5,000 Pulaski 
Pace, the closing night feature. 

After cleaning up everything in sight on the 
Maryland-Delaware circuit last year, Quick 
Lady capped her three-year-old campaign by 
winning the Hanover Filly Stakes at Lexington 
(Kentucky) in straight heats. During that 
stunning performance, the easy-striding daugh¬ 
ter of Quick Reward flashed the initial mile in 
1:58 4/5 and then came back in the second 
heat to score in 1:59 4/5, the best times turned 
in by a filly all season. 

John "Tick” Wilcutts, who was the leading 
driver at Baltimore in 1957 and 1958, led the 
list of nominators for the early closing events. 
The veteran Wyoming, Delaware, reinsman 
named 17 of his standardbreds for the eight 
races. 

Dave Legum of Washington paid the nomi¬ 
nating fees on ten horses and Elmer Looney 
of Viola, Delaware, entered the same number.

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a crack four-year-old pacer which won both of 
his outings at Baltimore a year ago and went 
on to race in the famed Little Brown Jug, the 
classic event for three-year-old pacers.
